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Reasons for the enactment 

The Government of State of Uttar Pradesh by O.M, No. 4519-B|33-111* 
71, dated the 13th December, 1971 of the Panchayati Raj (2) Department 
appointed a Committee. The Chairman of that Committee was a member 
of the Legislative Assembly. The Chairman of that Committee was en¬ 
titled to get the emoluments and facilities as available to a Minister in the 
State. According to the provisions of the Uttar Pradesh State Legislature 
(Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1971, read with article 191(1) (a) of 
the Constitution, he would have been disqualified from membership of the 
Legislature by reason of his holding the office of Chairman which was an 
office under the Government and to which profit was so attached. It was, 
therefore, decided by the State Government that this office should be 
declared by the Legislature to be an office holding of which shall not dis¬ 
qualify the holder from being chosen as or from being member of the 
Legislature under article 191 (1) (a) of the Constitution. The occasion 
was also availed of so as to Include certain offices of other statutory and 
non-statutory corporations and companies owned or controlled by the State 
Government to the list of offices which were to be exempt from such 
disqualification. 

2. As the State Legislature was not in session and immediate action 
was considered necessary, the Governor of Uttar Pradesh promulgated on 
12th June, 1973 the Uttar Pradesh State Legislature (Prevention of Dis¬ 
qualification) Ordinance, 1973, which provides for amendment of the 
Uttar Pradesh State Legislature (Prevention of Disqualification) Act, 1971 
for the above purpose. 

3. The proposed measure seeks to replace the said Ordinance- 

4. The Committee constituted under the proviso to sub-section (2) of 
section 3 of the Uttar Pradesh State Legislature (Delegation of Powers) 
Act, 1973 (33 of 1973) has been consulted before the enactment of this 
measure as a President’s Act.
